School masters are giving the boys encouragement to 
play Soccer, Some clubs are co-operating in a grand manner 
by getting in touch with the boys’ school teachers, building 
goodwill and mutual interest, and by placing their grounds 
at the schools’ disposal.

School funds are very limited,

Here is somethingwe can all 
do, and it won't cost a penny —

I know very well that school 
teams play their matches during 
the week-day afternoons, but if 
you happen to be on shift work, 
and you have an hour to spare, 
why not enquire at the local 
schools where and what times they 
play? If the times coincide with 
your free time, and you can get 


a ball properly. Being rather 
pressed for time on each occasion, 
I could not give the lengthy ex- 
planation necessary to so impor- 
tant a query, so I am taking this 
opportunity to make a thorough 
explanation, 


You must remember when teach- 
ing the pupil to acquire a strong 
drive with a static ball that fear 
is at the forefront of his mind. 


You must build confidence in 
his own ability to tackle the task 
first. 

Let me explain where the fear 
business comes in. A strong drive 
is made by contacting the ball with 
the instep (that part of the boot 
that is laced), and obviously, as 
the boot is swung through, the 
frame of the foot must be tensed 
with the toe of the boot forced 
downward. 


A slow motion picture of the 
true kick would show the foot 
“driving through” the bottom of 
the ball at an angle of almost 90 
degrees. The first movement of 
the ball would find it rolling back 
on to the instep as the toe of the

Use a Support 

Therefore, place the ball on a 
mound of dirt or sand, or even a 
small support capable of holding 
it a couple of inches above the 
ground, and let the kicker practice 
booting it from this position until 
he has achieved the necessary con- 
fidence and enjoyment from the 
correct technique. 

Then gradually the ball support 
can be lowered until the ground 
is reached. It will be under- 
stood that the standing foot, that 
is, the one not doing the kicking, 
should be placed near and slightly 
to the side of the ball at the 
moment of impact. 

To keep the ball low, for in- 
stance, that standing foot must be 
parallel to the ball, which means 
that when the kick {is made, the 
knee of the kicking foot, the 
chest, and the head (looking down 
at the ball) are all in line, and 
immediately over the ball. 

With practice, it will be noted 
that the further the other foot is 
brought behind the ball, then the 
greater the height imparted to the 
driven ball 

In short, the low or high drive 
is determined not by the kicking 
foot, but by the placement of the
